embankment or making a fjll. There 
are burrow pits at most of these 
reservoirs.

state does not own land above the

and

Making Clothes Fireproof. 


Apropos of fire prevention a doctor 


in Xcw York told how to make clothes 
fireproof. They should, he said, he dip- 
ped in a solution of ammonium phos- 
pliate, one pound to a gallon of cold 
water. 
Ammonium phosphate costs 


only 25 cents u pound, he said. 
The 


doctor took an ei^ht inch strip of ordi- 
nary cotton gauze, equivalent to the 
material in the Indian and cowboy suits 
so popular among children, and ignit- 
ed it 
It tvas -.\iiolly consumed within 


four seconds. Then be took a similar 
strip, dipped it in the ammonium phos- 
phate solution, diied it -with an electric 
fan and held it in a flame for thirty 
seconds, but It did not burn. 


"Families should get this solution, 


keep it in their houses and dip ths 
whole family weiring in it," said the 
doctor. "It would cost about 15 cents 
a week for au entire family."— New 
York World.

Xotes and Comments. 


Newark teachers made 118 visits 


to the homes of children during the" 
month and 588 such visits have been 
made during the year. Many teach- 
ers are making it a point to visit the 
homes of such children as need en- 
couragement and in order to become 
better acquainted with the honie con- 
ditions of their pupils. This is val-, 
uable work and all teachers should 
do more or less of it. 


There were 1232 visits made to the 


schools during the.month, 687 ot 
which were made by parents. This 
is a fine showing and it is hoped 
that every parent who has a child 
in the schools may find it possible to 
visit the school before the" close of 
the year. This is the best way for 
parents to know the real work that 
the schools are trying to do.

The attendance being 94 per 
cent and the/number of tardy marks 
being 70 for the entire schools, with 
four buildings reporting no tardi- 
ness whatever.

pansion of the course of study in 
both the elementary and high school 
grades so as to give more attention 
to vocational subjects, especially in 
the seventh and eiglHh grades and 
high school. 
Newark has made a

Rural Credits and Administration's 


Ship Purchase Bill arc Among 


Knotty Problems. 


(ASSOCIATED PfcHS TCLE04AMI 


Washington, March 2.—Two knot- 


ty problems, rural credits legislation 
and the administration 
ship 
pur- 


chase bill, today confronted congress 
In the tangled rush of business to 
be disposed of before adjournment 
at noon Thursday. The, rural credit 
plan, attached to the agricultural ap- 
propriation bill, now in conference, 
and the ship bill before the house as 
a report from a conference commit- 
tee, both threatened to complicate 
the steady grind of appropriation 
bills which must be continued to the 
last minute of the session. 


While the senate continued con- 


sideration of the disputed Indian ap- 
propriation bill, house leaders were 
ready to follow the administration 
wishes 
and 
force 
the 
ship 'bill 


through the house. 
The measure 


was temporarily abandoned yester- 
day because of a Republican fili- 
buster, and the leaders were inclined 
to drop it entirely. 
President Wil- 


son, however, urged action, and an- 
other effort will be made to put it 
through, although if it encounters 
a determined Republican filibuster, 
it may complicate the crowded legis- 
lative situation to a point that would 
endanger the necessary supply bills. 


The rural credits fight, which kept 


the house in session until early to- 
day, 
was continued in the confer- 


ence committee of the two houses. 


With the Indian bill delayed in 


the senate, it was expected that late 
sessions would be necessary both to- 
night and tomorrow night to com- 
plete the work. 'In the house the 
ship bill threatened to force a prac- 
tically continuous session until final 
adjournment.
